NOVEL SURGERY. 


Hammer and Chisel U»wl In a Desperate 
Case of NeerosU. 


An interesting and successful opera/- 


tion has just been performed at the 
Long Island College Hospital 
The 


interest attaching to li springs from 
••the nature of the disease, which wa* 
in this case necrosis, the youth of the 
subject, a girl of eight years, and the 
extremely easy manner in which the 
disease may be contracted. 
Necrosif 


is the term by which that part of » 
bone which dies is designated. 


That apparently insignificant causes 


may be fraught with the most serious 
results will be readily understood 
when it is stated that a little infl sum- 
mation, a cold, a blow, or the absorp- 
tion of phosphorous may superinduce 
necrosis. 
The dead part, which js 


analogous to the slough in tho soft tis- 
sues, is called the sequestrum or ex- 
foliation. At first it is firmly attached 
to tho living bone. 
Gradually, how- 


ever, it is separated from the living 
bone. The process, an act of natum 
Is a slow one. New bone is "formed 
about the sequestrum, which often 
lenders its removal difficult. 
As a 


rule tho surgeon waits until the dead 
]>nrt is loose and then cuts down 
through Iho new case. The cavity 
RI actually closes, fills, and a useful 
limb is the result 
The lecture-room 


of the college was filled by students. 
Aflor a short lecture the doors at tho 
roar of the lecturer were thrown open 
and tho operation table, on which tho 
subject lay, was rolled in, anrosthetics 
woio applied, and the operations be- 
gan. The affected limb was much 
discolored, especially at tho uppor 
extremity of the dead bone, which 
was visible, having been forced out 
by the formation of new bone under- 
neath. Tho surgeon made an incision 
from the upper extremity of the ex- 
posed part down along its entire 
length—about six inches. The bone 
was then cleared of all tissue and tho 
flesh laid back, revealing an accumu- 
lation of black, 
coagulated blood. 


During 
this 
portion 
of 
tho 


operation 
tho 
subject 
moved 


perceptibly and kept up a ceaseless 
moaning. The surgeon then took in 
hand a pair of forceps and attempted 
to disconnect the affected part from 
the larger one. The difficulty he ex- 
perienced necessitated his using a 
small hammer and chisel. 
Then ho 


again resorted to tho forceps, and final- 
ly drew fiom the log a section about 
six inches long, which was disconnect- 
ed at its lower extremity. 
An inspec- 


tion showed the bone to bo eniply of 
marrow, and the lower end of it honey- 
combed like a piece of worm-oaten 
wood. When tho operation was con- 
cluded, tho bandage that was placed 
on the leg above the knee was re- 
moved. 
Tho hemorrhage which fol- 


lowed was not profuse. The child will 
now have both limbs to assist hoi 
through the world. The one operated 
upon will be a little shorter than the 
healthy one, but will, in time, as tho 
effects of the disease aro gradually 
eradicated, become strong.—Brooklyn 
Eagle.

In vlow of the zoal and earnestness with 


which you have defended your client, I deem It 
proper to depart froth the usual rule In such 
casos and give you tho reasons why I decline 
to grant your request. 


My own examination of the papers In the 


ease, Including the record of tho trial, the 
opinions of tho courts and the letters and pe- 
tlons, fallod to disclose any sufficient reason

I am not asked to determine whether or not 


ho Is nullty In fact, but I am as»od to deter- 
mine whether or not ho has been fairly tried, 
and It Is alleged that upon such Inquiry I will 
11 nil that an unduo prejudice was aroused by 
tho press and tho poputaco In demanding of the 
)ury tho blond of the man as an expiation of 
tho heinous offense 'with which he was charged; 
that certain Instructions wore given to tho 
Jury that ought not to havo boon given, and 
other instructions wore not givon that ought 
to have boon given; that certain of tho Jurors 
woro dlmtuuHlled from serving on tho trial; 
that certain motions wore denied, that certain 
evidence was admitted and presumably con- 
considered by tho Jury, which was obtained In 
an Improporway, and that to other such evi- 
dence tho circuit attorney was guilty 9! con 
duct so reprehensible In an offlcer of u court as 
to merit executive censure.

Mr. Hawley said the President was violating 


tho Constitution by the character of his vetoes. 


Mr. Butler defended the President There 


was greater peril to the liberties of the people 
from the usurpations of Congress than from the 
President. 
Mr. Blair said that the gentleman from South 


Carolina was not Justified In saying that any 
pension legislation hud boon characterized by 
recklessness on the part of Congress. 


Mr. Butler, replying to Mr. Ulalr, said It 


would bo a great blessing to the Senate and to 
tho country If the Senator from New Hamp- 
shlro were leas faithful to the lino of duty 
which he had marked out lor himself. If there 
ha.d been any Inoumbrance on the sensible, re- 
spectable, orderly discharge of the duties ol 
the Senate, It had been In the person of the 
Senator from New Hampshire, and In the meas- 
ure which he had Introduced.

on the "Big Nancy" for some time, but 
the weak point In the' trestle had evi lent • 
lybeen overlooked, for the engine had 
hardly crossed at before there was a 
shiver end trembling of the structure, 
and the upper part collapsed. The en- 
giae, mail and baggage-car and day 
coaches went over the side, two of the 
Pullmans alone remaining on the track. 
A terrific crash followed, and it was a 
wonder that any one escaped alive. The 
scene that followed was indescribable. 
The shrieks and moans of the injured, 
the shouts of the wildly excited passen- 
gers, and the hissing of the steams were 
terrible to hear. 
The cars in the middle of the train went 


down first, the engine and one sleeper 
falling on top. The baggage o" was 
completely wrecked, smashed into kind- 
ling wood, and not a soul could have_es- 
oaped. The passenger oars were crushed 
out of all shape. 


A little stream runs under the trestle, 


and the recent rains have swollen it to for 
beyond Its usual proportions. As soon as 
Belt-possession returned to the startled 
survivors of the horrible dlsaster,-they 
went at once to work to rescue the Injured 
and recover tho bodies of the dead. The 
train was piled in such an inextricable 
mass of debris that it was difficult to dis- 
cover the outlines of human forms. 


Mr. C. A. Nicholson, of No. 64 South 


Howard street, Baltimore, Md., was one 
of the survivors of the disaster, and ar- 
rived in this city yesterday morning by 
the first train from the scene of the 
wreck. A United Press reporter saw him 
at the Sixth Street station, and heard him 
detail his experience: 


"It waa a horrible thing," he said, "and 


it is a miracle how any on e who went down 
in that terrible fall escaped. It was in the 
dead of night, and we had gotten nearly 
across the bridge, when it suddenly gave 
way. 
The engine had reached the other 


side, but was pulled back by the falling- 
baggage car, and fell on top of It. The 
mail cor was knocked out of recognition, 
and the smoker was demolished. I was 
in -the sleeper that went down. I don't 
know how I escaped. 
When I was 


awakened I looked out and found the car 
hoisted high in the air, resting on the re- 
mains of the cars below. The couplings 
connecting us with the other sleepers had 
given way. and they remained on the 
track. We went to work as soon as possi- 
ble, though it was pitch dark, and did our 
best to rescue the injured. The only dead 
ones whose names I learned were-Dr. 
Corrents or Torrents, of South Carolina, 
and Mail Clerk Whittington." 


Major Randolph, the manager of the 


-road, places the immber of killed at sev- 
en, and the injured at forty. 


The cause of the accident waa the de- 


railment of a coach, which knocked down 
a portion of the trestle, carrying with it 
the engine and cars.

Any crank, criminal or lunatic may 
keep guns and pistols, and except 
within certain very narrow specified 
limits may use them with perfect dis- 
regard to the lives and limbs of his 
neighbors, and with perfect impunity. 
If anybody is hurt or killed It is merely 
n case of accidental shooting. Most 
people, if they had to be shot at all, 
would prefer being shot deliberately 
than accidentally. Tiio former is the 
loss ignominious of the two, and there 
is somo chance, of tho law punishing 
the shooter. But from tho wild dis-. 
charges of so-called sportsmen thero.is 
no moans of protection, nor any re- 
dress for tho damage they do.—if.
